Sensational Attempt to Rob a 
Wabash Western Train. 


One of the Bandits Betrays His 
Companions,

And the Robbers Get Cold Lead In- 
stead of Gold. 


The: Notorious Barney Sweeny, ex-Member 
of the James Gang, the Man Who At- 
tempted to Blackmall A. A. Talmage, 
Gets a Load of Goose-Shot From the 
Cab of the Engine—A Well Laid-Scheme 
to Rob an Express Car, Which Brings 
Back the Memory of the James 
Beys—How the Pian Was „Frustrated— 
Stories of the Conductor and the Ex- 
press Messenger—Details of the Attempt. 


A daring, but unsuccessful attempt to rob 
an express train ofthe Wabash Western road 
was made at about 9:30 last nicht at a point a 
few miles east of Missouri City, a 
littie town not far from Kansas 
City. The regular Kansas Oity—St. Louis 
Express train No. 4 left Kansas City at the 
regular hour, 8:20 p. m. It was in charge of 
W. O. Beckley, the regular conductor. George 
Morsey was in the cab of the engine, No. 1312. 
Ed Sharp, one of the oldest messengers on 
the road in time of service, was in the car 
of the Pacific Express Company, and F. 8. 
Truesdal was in charge of the baggage. ‘The 
train made itsfirst stop at Harlem at 8:35. 
Then it went on past Randolph, Birmingham, 
Liberty Landing and Clay without stopping,

reaching Missouri City, twenty-two miles 
from Kansas City, at 9:20, a few minutes be- 
hind time. On the platform of the little 
station was a band of men with shotguns. The 
conductor was informed that they were under 
command of an official of the county who had 
received word that an attempt would be made 
to rob the St. Louis express at a lonely spot a 
little less than two miles east of Missouri City. 
One of the officers got in the cab of the engine 
with the engineer and fireman, and the others 
distributed themselves through the train. 


THE SCENE OF THE ATTACK. 

In another minute the train pulled out 
toward Lexington Junction, the next stopping 
point. Between Missouri City and Lexington 
are several small stations. The first of them 
is Cooley’s Lake, a fishing resort for the 
employes of the Wabash Road. It is 
about two miles east of Missouri 
City. It is one of “the loneliest 
points on the road in winter time, for the 
little house at the lake is deserted and 
there is not another dwelling in sight. A 
quarter ofa mile away is the Missouri River, 
while inthe other direction is a strip of tim- 
ber. Just west of Cooley’s Lake is the spot, 
where according to the information received 
by the authorities of the county, the attack 
was to be made, 

None of the passengers on the train were no- 
tified of the danger, but as the train pulled out 
of Missouri City the lights in the cars were 
lowered, andthe train men took their places 
at the doors of the coaches with revolvers 
drawn. They could see any one on the plat- 
forms of the coaches without themselves being 
seen. The express messenger barricaded the 
door of his car and the baggageman shut him- 
self carefully in. 


THE ATTACK. 

The train moved on at its regular rate of 
speed. Inthecab of the engine crouched a 
man with a loaded shotgun. As the point of 
attack was neared a red light was seen gieam- 
ing ahead. The engineer obeyed the danger 
signal, for it might have been in front ofa 
break in the track or a barricade which would 
have throw the engine from the track. As 
the train slowed up the engineer saw three 
masked men standing on the track. They 
were armed with rifles and their faces were 
concealed by pieces of cloth with holes cut in 
them. 

„Get off then, said the leader of the three 
men to the engineer. 

„What do you want?’’ asked Engineer Mor- 
sey. 
Never you mind, said the masked bandit. 
Jou get off there now. 

Morsey climbed down out of the 
cab.. Just as he reached the ground 
the officer in the cab 
his shotgun out of the window and ‘ 
Whether he hit the leader of the band of rob- 
bers or not he could not afterward tell, but 
both he and the engineer were of the opinion 


that ne had. As soon as the shot was fired he 


the train pulled out twenty-five minutes be- 
hind time for Lexington Junction. 

The posse continued in pursuit of the band 
and when the train réached Moberly there was 
a report that two of them had been captured 
by the’ officers and that in the struggle one 
of them had been killed. The robbers 
are known to de farmers living in 
the neighborhood of Missouri City. One of 
them is said to have been amember of the 
James gang at one time. It was the evident 
intention of the band to rod the 
express car, for the attack was con- 
centrated on the front part of the 
trainand no effort was made to reach the 
passenger coaches. The train arrived in this 
city this morning at 7:30, fifty minutes late. 
Ot this time less than twenty-five minutes was 
lost at the scene of the attack. 


The Conductor’s Story. 


W. O. Beckley, conductor of the train, was 
found this morning at his home, 1882 St. Ange 
avenue. When a Post-DISPATCH reporter 
called there shortly after 9 o’clock this morn- 


ing Mr. Beekley had retired to bed to get a 
little rest after his night’s work. Mrs. k- 
ley awakened him, however, and when he had 
rubbed his eyes open he said: At a point two 
or three miles this side of Missouri City last 
night some of the men of the neighborhood 
made an attempt to rob mytrain. Whether 
they wanted to rob the express car or the pas- 
gengers 1 do not know. One ot the men who 
was in the plot, I believe, gave the thin 
away and the men at Missouri City 8 hold o 
it. e were due in Missouri City at 9:15, —

we were a few minutes late. We had a 
load, all the passenger-coaches and chair-cars 
being pretty well filled. The night was cold

At the station at Missouri City there was a 
crowd ofarmed men. Most of them had shot- 
guns. The station agent told me that these 
men were all right. e said that word nad 
been received that an attack would be made 
on the train. They seemed to know who 
the men were who were to make the at- 
tack and all about them. One of them they

James’ ang, I believe. 
leader o the attacking party. 
of the men got into the cab ofthe engine and 
the others got on the train. I got in the front 
end ofthe chair-carand turned down the 
lights, so that I could see wer outside 
and no one outside could see me. had my 
revolver in my hand, ready for them, in case 
they made an attack on the passengers. 

FLAGGED THE TRAIN. 

The train went on to a place just beyond 
Missouri City, near Cooley’s e. 
There the engineer saw a red light 
on the track. He stopped the train when he 
saw the light. There werethree men by the 
track. They wore masks and were armed. 
They said to the engineer: ‘Well, get off 
there. ‘What do you want?’ said the 
engineer. ‘Never you mind,’ said the 
leader, ‘You get off there.’ The engineer 
got down out ot the cab. When he got down, 
the man who was in the cab of the engine fired 
his shotgun at the leader of the three men. 
He au the engineer crouched down 
in the gang-way or the engine 
then, and there was a good deal of confusion, 
but they thought the man was hit. The other 
men came * then and they all gathered to- 
gether, and guess twenty shots were fired. 
The men who attacked us were taken so much 
by surprise though that they retreated to the 
woods. We looked around after they had 
goneand could find nothing of the man who 
was shot at, soifhe was hit he was not badly 


„What sort of place is the scene of the 
attack?’’ 

It is a lonely spot near Cooley’s Lake. The 
Lake is a place where we go fishing in the 
summer. There is a house there which is 
occupied in the summer time, but is empty in 
the winter. The place where the attack was 
made is alonely spot. The Missouri River isa 
quarter of a mile away on one side and on the 
other side ie a strip of timber. There are no 
houses about. 

Are the robbers known?’’ 

„The men who went out with us seemed to 
know them. They said that all ot them lived 
in the vicinity. The one they spoke of as the 
leader was named Barney Sweeney, I think— 
that’s it—Barney Sweevey. He used to be one 
of the James gang they said and he and his 
father are pretty tough characters. They are 
farmers and livein that neighborhood. You 
know that is the 2 where the James boys 
used tolive. Ithink the intention of the gang 
was to rob the express car.’’ 

It they had intended to rob the passenger 
coaches they would have spread themselves 
down the track, so that when the train 
stopped one man would have jumped on the 
platform of each coach and taken the passen- 
gers by surprise.

THE CHEROKEE STRIP. 


Bad Feeling Aroused Over the Distribution 
ef the Lease Money. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., January 19.—The bill in- 
troduced in the House to pay the freedmen in 
the Cherokee Nation the amount due them by 
the Cherokees is creating considerable feeling 
among the latter. The money in question is 
derived from a lease of 6, 000, 000 acres known 
as *‘the Cherokee strip’’ toa cattle syndi- 
cate, made in May, 1883, at a rental of $100,- 
000 a year. In April, 1886, the money—$300,- 
000—was distributed pro rata under the pro- 
visions of a bill posees by the Cherokee 
Legislature among Cherokees by biood only, 
adopted citizens being ignored. An attempt 
was made toamend the bill and include all 
citizens of the Cherokee Nation, but the 
amendment was voted down. The present 
Chief, Joel B. Mayes, and other progressive 
Cherokees voted against the bill and urged 
equal distribution of the money. The Dill be- 
fore 8 gives the negroes a pro rata 
share in the $300,000. A majority of the Uhero- 
kees hold thatthe negroes and other adopted

Report of the State Comptroller Regarding 
the State Debt.

AUSTIN, Tex., January 19.—State-Comptroller 
McCall to-day issued his annual report for the 
year 1887. The total bonded indebtedness of 
the State is $4,237,830, of which only 
$1,245,000 are held by individvals. The perma- 
ment school fund, invested in bonds, is 
$5,918,000, besides about 30, 000, 000 acres of 
land. The sbrinkage in cattle val- 
nes during the year was $0,844,388 
with an increase in numbers of 128. 728 head. 
The number of cattle in the State is over 7,000, -

roads is putdown at $40,274,000,an increse 
over 1886 of over $4,000,000.

A SORE POINT. 


THE TUNISIAN QUESTION INVOLVED IN THE 
FRANCO-ITALIAN QUABREL. 


Sir Edward Clarke’s Sensational Speech— 
An Irksome Act—The Negotiations Be- 
tween the British Government and the 
Holy See—Assassination of Free Masons 
im Mexico—Balfour Hissed by a Crowd 
in Duiblia—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Paris, January 19.—One serious aspect in the 
unpleasant Franco-Italian consular incident 
at Florence hes hardly been touched upon by 
the French papers. The real importance of 
the matter, I am informed, arises from the 
fact that it is mixed up with the Tunisian 
question, The Italian officials, in dealing with 
the property of the Tunisian General whose 
death at Florence brought the French and 
local authorities into collision, acted 
under the provisions of a convention 
concluded dy the Italian Government 
with the Bey of Tunis In 1868, respecting lega- 
cies, which convention was specially con- 
firmed by a treaty concluded in 1884. The 
French Government, on the other hand, holds 
that the conventions have been abolished by 
the French Protectorate in Tunis. Now Tunis 
has always been a very sore point in the 
dealings between France and Italy, and it isa 
matter of doubt whether the Italian Govern- 
ment will care to jeopardize its popularity by 
yielding to France, which is not calculated, 
moreover, to give rise to a conciliatory spirit 
on the other side of the Alps. 


CAUSED A SENSATION. 


Sir Edward Clarke’s Speech at Birmingham 
—An Irkseme Act. 
Special Cablegram te the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, January 19.—Sir Edward Olark, 
Solicitor-General, made quite a sensation by 
advocating in a speech at Birmingham yester- 
day the fusion of the legal professions to en- 
able solicitors to practice, as a barrister is al- 
lowed to accept a fee direct from aclient and 
no solicitor is allowed to appear except in 
police court and county court cases. It is 
obvious that this is not in the interest of the 
public, but of a class. It is strange that Olark, 
although a man of the people, his father hav- 
ing been a working watchmaker in a little 
shop near London Bridge, is one of the most 
ardent advocates of privilege in the present 
Tory Government, and should propose so 
revolutionary a measure. It only needs the 
abolition of the soliéitors’ annual tax and 
of the fees of students at the» bar 
to make the proposal thoroughly radical. At 
present no poor man is able to become a bar- 
rister because fees are prohibitory. This is 
so well understood that many idle people be- 
come barristers, not for purpose of practicing, 
but because theycan then obtain a sort of 
guarantee of respectability. 

AN IRKSOMBE ACT. 

A fresh general order of the Commissioners 
of Customs, issued yesterday, confirms what I 
stated recently about the determination of the 
authorities to make the merchandise marks 
act as irksome as possible to foreign manufact- 
urers. The order states that under the act 
not only goods which are simply of Brit- 
ish manufacture are liable to be seized 
but also goods with false trade descriptions re- 
specting the country, origin, number, meas- 
ures, weight, mode of manufacture, material 
or patent, privilege or copyright. ‘

IRISH AFFAIRS. 


The Pepe’s Reply to the British Govern- 
ment’s Request. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

RoME, January 19.—The statement that Mgr. 
Persico isabout to return to Rome is incor- 
rect. The Papal Envoy will probably proceed 
to London shortly, but will again return to 
Ireland. To tell the truth, Mgr. Persico is 
somewhat seriously indisposed, although not 
to such an extent as to necessitate his return 
to Italy. The Duke of Norfolk will remain 
here for some time longer. Yesterday I had 
a long conversation with a prelate occupying 
ahigh position at the Vatican on the subject 
of negotiations between the British Govern- 
ment and the Holy See with regard to the 
Irish question. 

„The English Government, said my in- 
formant, ‘‘wants the Vatican publicly to keep 
a vow and to express its disapprobation of the 
acts ofthe Nationalists, and here I may add 
once for ali that, however little welcome it 
may be to the English Catholic press to admit 
thatthese negotiations have been going on, 
such is indisputably the case. To say the con- 
trary is to betray absolute ignorance of what 
is transpiring or to be willfully mendacious., 
To continue, howev er, the Vatican replied to 
this request ofthe English Government that 
it would be very willing to exhort the bishops, 
clergy and Catholic laity of Ireland to modera- 
tion, but that atthe present moment it is 
quite impossible that it can proceed to public 
reprobation of what has been done by the Na- 
tionalists. The Holy See, therefore, urged the 


‘English Government to have both patience 


and confidence in the future. The reason why 
the Pope hesitates to take the course so much 
desired by the Salisbury Cabinet is that even 
in England public opinion is very divided on 
the subject. In short, the Irish current is too 
strong just at presentforthe Holy See to feel 
sufficient confidence in its abllity to stem it. 
The advances of the British Government 
have therefore been met by the Vatican with 
a request that the Government will continue 
to have patience and to place its confidence in 
the benevolent intentions of the Holy Father.’’ 
EXTOLS GLADSTOND’S POLICY. 

Rom®, January 19.—Tbe Opinione says it is 
not probable that the Pope seriously intends 
tointervene in the settlement of the Irish 
question in the interest of the present British 
Government. Ifthe Duke of Norfolk really 
has an official mission, there is nothing to 
justify the hope that it will be successful. The 
Pope, itsays, cannot go beyond advising the 
Irish Bishops to follow a policy of prudence 
and moderation, the Irish question being an 
economic and national one, and not of a re-

day. Both Charges grew out of the trouble 
of Sunday evening and to a certain 
extent the testimony at the trial 
was a  fepetition of the evidence 
brought out at the Coroner’s inquest on 
Mathew Burns. Byrnes acted as counsel for 
himself, and proved himself to be no slouch. 
His experience in court, where he has so fre- 
quently figured asa defendant, has been an 
excellent legal education to him, and he knew 
just what to ask the witnesses, In fact, his 
cross - examination of the police officers who 
gave testimony against him was far above the 
work of the average Police Court practitioner, 
and was not only a surprise to the officers 
themselves, but to all who heard 
him. Some of his questions worried 


the witnesses considerably to answer and one 
or two they did not even attempt a reply to, 
but they were on matter not very material to 
the disturbance in question. 
OFFICER DEMPSEY'’S TESTIMONY 
was identical with that given by him at the 
inquest. Hegaid he was doing special duty 
watching the lumber yards along Spruce street 
for fire bugs and he met two young men, who 
afterward proved to be Byrnes and Burns, 
coming upSpruce street singing and swear- 
ing. He told them to stop, and Burns coursed 
him and struck him and knocked him 
down.

Cock FIGHTS. 


A GENTLEMAN FROM NEW MEXICO TELLS 
OF BLOODY BATTLES THERE. 


The ‘‘Slasher” as a Deadly Weapon, Com- 
pared With Which the Ga“ Is But a 
Playthisg—Slicing a Bird to Death With 
the Siasher—A Gambler Who Came te 
the Pit Gay Attired and Retired With 
Only His Trousers and His Shirt Heavy 
Betting on the Fights. 


Juan O. Otero of Santa Fe, N. M., who has 
been in the elty for the past week, engaged in 
purchasing supplies for his sheep ranch near 
Albuquerque, fell into conversation with a 
Post-DIsPATCH reporter, in the course ot 
whieh he mentioned the cock-fights that re- 
cently took place in Kansas City. 1 had 
quite a talk with some of the chicken-fighters 
last night, said Mr. Otero, and think that 
I gave them some points that may be 
of value to them. COock-fighting is the 
most popular amusément at Santa Fe, and 
every old resident is intimately acquainted 
with all ite ins and outs. Instead of a main 
every two or three months, there used to be 
from a dozen to twenty fights every Sunday, 
lasting continuously from the close of early 
mast until sunset. The cock-pit was situated 
just back ef the plaza, and fully a thousand 
people used to assembie around it. Five years 
ago this cock-pit was put down by thé author- 
ities, but the fighters were at once offered the 
use of two large private yards, where the sport 


ia still carried on with as much enthusiasm as 
ever, although the attendance is by no means 
as large as it used tobe. Cook fight in 
New Mexico is much more deadly than in the 
North, on account of the nature of the spur 
used. All through the States the chickens 
are armed with

a long steel oer, in shape much like a curved 
needie, and s only at the point. To in- 
flict death the g must be driven into the 
brain, or deep into the body, and a game 
chicken sometimes receives a dozen wounds 
before succumbing.

„The duration of fights in New Mexico,“ 
continued Mr. Otero, ‘‘are necessarily brief, 
as it is a question as to which bird strikes the 
first two or three blows, and endurance, 
so important where the gaff is used, 
is of iittie importance. The New Mexican 
ohio!kens are as à rule rather of the dunghin 
order, as it is useless to expose fine cocks te the 
deadly siasher. With the gaff it is of the first 
importance thatthe cooks should be trained 
to stand the steel, and with this end in view 
the trainers provide them with spurs covered 
by cork to near the point, so as to allow a 
slight wound to be given, but re- 
clude fatal results. ocks 80 trained 
will sage | disregard the pain of 
wounds, and fight for half an hour before a 
fatal blow is dealt.

THAT WAS THE TIME REQUIRED TO KNOCK 
OUT HARRY GILMORE. 


William Myers of Streator Defeats the St. 
Paul Man by Another Chance Blow”— 
Details ef the Light-Weight Battie at 
North Judson, Ind., This Morning — 
Kansas City’s Prospects in the Associa- 
tion—A Ball-Player’s Usefulness—Sport- 
ing Notes.

NorRTH Jupsox, Ind., January 19. — The 
match for the light-weight championship of 
the West and $1,000 a side between Harry Gil- 
more of St. Paul, and Billy Myers of Streator, 
Ill., took place here this morning, The scene 
of the battle was a large hall in which a plat- 
form twenty-four feet square and three feet 
above the floor, was erected forthe occasion.

& Iowa Railroad at 12:50. At 1 o' clock the 
crowd was again distributed on the stage and 
around the ring awaiting the principals. 

THE ‘‘CHANCE BLOW.’’ 

At St. Croix, Wis., October 19, 1887, Myers 
defeated the St. Paul man in five rounds. The 
backers of Gilmore lost $6,000 on that event. 
They thought their man lost through a 
‘‘chance blow, and made the match which 
brought the men together this morning. 
Myers weighed 135 pounds, and Gilmore 
stripped at 182. The contest was at catch 
weights, and both were trained to a very fine 
point. Many good judges pronounced both 
men overtrained. 

THE FIGHT. 

At 8:22 the men shook hands. Two minutes 
were occupied in preliminaries and then 
„time“ was called. They sparred for an 
epening, with both making many motions, 
Gilmore apparently on the aggressive and 
Myers retreating and keeping his left going 
like a wind-mill. After backing into his 
corner Myers led with his left, but was short. 
He followed with his right, and landed it on 
Gilmore’s body. Again he retreated as Gil- 
more advanced, but stopped short and let fly 


a wicked right-hander, which Gilmore 
avoided by ducking. When they straightened 
up before each other again they were almost 
in the center of the ring. Feinting with his 
left, Myers got an opening for his ht which 
he landed with terrific force on Gilmore’s 
neck. Gilmore went down under it as if felled 
with an axe, falling flat on his back. Fora 
few seconds he lay motionless. Then his eyes 
be toroll. Myers ran to his corner at the 
call of ‘‘time’’ and stood there and watched 
his adversary’s movements. Gilmore tried to 
get up at the end of six seconds, but only suc- 
ceeded in turning over. He got to his ds 
and knees when ten seconds expired, and 
Myers was hailed us the winner. %

Locking dazed, Gilmore struggled to his 
feet only to sink back to the floor, and then 
his seconds picked him up and carried him to 
his corner. While Myers was being congratu- 
lated Gilmore came to and first realized his 
defeat. Then the victor came over to him and 
proffered his hand. The mea had stood before 
each other only twenty-eight seconds.
